I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  3/ou  my  Annual  Report  for 
the  year  1948. 

The  statistics  indicate  a  satisfactory  position  with  regard  to 
health.  A  notable  fact  is  that  there  have  again  been  no  cases  of 
diphtheria  in  the  district  and  this  may  reasonably  be  attributed 
to  the  immunisation  campaign. 

This  year  saw  the  coming  into  force  of  the  National  Health 
Service  Act,  1946.  The  Act  involved  the  transfer  of  the  Welfare 
Services  to  County  Council  administration  on  5th  July,  1948,  and 
the  information  shown  in  the  report  in  connection  with  these 
services  relates  to  the  first  six  months  of  the  year. 

Your  Council  would  wish  me  to  take  this  opportunity  of 
expressing  thanks  to  Nurse  E.  M.  Hutchinson,  M.M.,  for  her  long 
years  of  service  to  the  Community  in  this  sphere.  I  should  also 
like  to  thank  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  Mr.  Pickering  and  the  clerk 
to  the  department,  Miss  Clark,  for  their  assistance  in  the  pre¬ 
paration  of  the  report.  . .

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Section  B.— GENERAL  PROVISIONS  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR 
THE  AREA. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. 

The  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  came  into  force  on 
5th  July,  1948.  Part  III  of  the  Act  involved  the  transfer  of  Welfare 
Services  with  personnel  engaged  in  those  Services  to  County  Council 
administration.  Information  given  in  respect  of  these  services 
relates  to  the  first  six  months  of  the  year. 

Vaccination  and  Immunisation. 

The  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  imposed  the  duty 
on  the  local  health  authority — in  this  area  the  County  Council — - 
of  making  arrangements  for  vaccination  against  smallpox  and 
immunisation  against  diphtheria.  Your  Council  have  agreed  with 
the  proposal  of  the  Notts.  County  Council  to  utilise  the  services 
of  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  carrying  out  these  arrangements. 

Figures  shown  in  connection  with  diphtheria  immunisation 
relate  to  the  12  months  period. 

Laboratory  Service. 

The  public  Health  Laboratory  Service  established  a  laboratory 
at  Amberley  Street,  Nottingham,  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  G.  B. 
Ludlam,  during  the  year.  The  services  of  this  laboratory  have 
been  freely  utilised  and  have  been  of  the  greatest  value. 

Hospitals. 

Infectious  Diseases  Hospitals  have  been  taken  over  by  the 
Regional  Hospital  Board  as  from  5th  July,  1948.  Practitioners 
have  been  instructed  by  the  Board  that  uncomplicated  cases  of 
scarlet  fever,  measles,  whooping  cough,  etc.  are  to  be  referred  to 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  decision  regarding  the  necessity 
for  admission  to  hospital. 

Statutory  provisions  with  regard  to  notification  of  infectious 
disease  remain  unchanged. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. 

Attendances  at  all  Clinics  were  well  maintained  during  the 
half-year  ;  absence  of  accommodation  for  dentistry  was  the  only 
serious  shortcoming  in  otherwise  adequate  services.

SANITARY  INSPECTIONS  OF  THE  AREA. 

SANITARY  INSPECTOR’S  ANNUAL  REPORT, 
ist  January  to  31st  December,  1948. 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Warsop  Urban  District 
Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  of  presenting  my  21st  Annual  Report  which 
of  necessity  must  again  be  brief. 

18  new  houses  were  occupied  during  1948  under  the  Council 
Scheme,  this  is  a  mere  drop  in  the  ocean  and  the  housing  position 
is  still  very  serious. 

Regarding  repairs  to  existing  houses,  the  position  is  still  very 
difficult,  and  reconditioning  is  out  of  the  question.  This  means 
lhat  properties  which  10  years  ago  were  reasonably  fit  for  human 
habitiation  are  gradually  lapsing  into  varying  stages  of  dilapidation. 

It  is  very  pleasing  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  pail  closets 
in  the  district  are  gradually  being  replaced  by  the  Water  Carriage 
System,  this  work  should  be  completed  by  early  1950. 

The  reports  of  various  inspections  which  are  set  out  in  tabulated 
form  represent  much  more  work  than  is  apparent. 

In  conclusion  I  again  place  on  record  my  appreciation  of  the 
co-operation  and  assistance  given  by  the  Medical  Officer,  Clerk, 
and  other  Officials  of  the  Council  during  the  past  year.

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PUBLIC  CLEANSING  AND  SALVAGE. 

In  presenting  my  18th  report  on  Public  Cleansing  I  am  in¬ 
corporating  details  of  materials  salvaged  and  sold  during  the  year. 

The  amount  of  salvage,  particularly  paper,  shows  an  increase 
on  last  year,  the  income  from  materials  sold  being  £128  more  than 
in  1947  which  is  very  creditable  for  the  size  of  the  district.  The 
profit  this  year  is  £263  19s.  5d. 

The  high  standard  of  refuse  collection  and  disposal  continues 
to  be  maintained  but  costs  continue  to  increase  due  to  increased 
cost  of  labour  and  materials. 

The  staff  and  wages  paid  per  week  are  as  follows  : — 

1  Foreman  at  £6  4s.  6d. 

2  Drivers  at  £5  19s.  6d. 

3  Fillers  at  £5  13s.  Od. 

1  Tip  Attendant  at  £5  13s.  Od. 

1  Salvage  attendant  at  £4  2s.  6d. 

The  Foreman  works  with  the  men  and  drivers  assist  with 
carrying  out  and  filling. 

Refuse  Disposal. 

The  bulk  of  the  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping 
at  Gravel  Lane  Tip. 

Under  an  arrangement  with  the  Warsop  Vale  Welfare  Com¬ 
mittee  controlled  tipping  is  carried  out  on  Monday  and  Tuesday 
of  each  week  on  land  belonging  to  the  Committee  which  is  part 
of  their  recreation  ground  at  Church  Warsop.  Refuse  collected 
from  Church  Warsop  and  Warsop  Vale  is  utilised  for  this  purpose 
Tipping  on  this  site  commenced  on  12th  November,  1946.

There  are  28  Cowsheds  and  32  Dairies  in  the  District.  These 
are  inspected  from  time  to  time  to  ensure,  as  far  as  possible,  com¬ 
pliance  with  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Order,  1926.  These  inspections 
necessitate  many  early  visits  between  the  hours  of  6-30  a.m.  and 
8-30  a.m.  while  milking  is  in  progress.  The  bacterial  standard 
of  the  milk  produced  in  your  area  is  satisfactory  as  shown  by  the 
reports  of  the  Analyst. 

Public  Health  (Meat)  Regulations,  1924. 

The  butchers  generally  have  continued  to  conform  to  the 
requirements  of  the  above  and  no  action  under  the  Regulations 
has  been  necessary. 
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Slaughtering  on  Unlicensed  Premises. 

361  Notices  of  “  occasional  slaughtering  ”  were  received  in 
respect  of  pigs  slaughtered  by  cottagers  on  unlicensed  premises, 
the  carcases  of  which  were  for  home  consumption  only. 

The  number  of  pigs  slaughtered  on  unlicensed  premises  shows 
an  increase  of  42  on  last  year’s  figures. 

Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1933. 

This  Act  provides  for  the  licensing  of  all  slaughtermen  and 
also  for  the  stunning  of  animals  with  a  mechanically  operated 
instrument  in  proper  repair.  All  butchers  in  your  district  who 
do  private  slaughtering  of  cottagers’  pigs  use  the  Cash  Captive 
Bolt.  The  pistols  are  examined  from  time  to  time  to  see  that  they 
are  in  proper  working  order. 

Fishmongers  and  Fish  Fryers. 

67  visits  were  made  to  premises  of  the  above.  I  found  nothing 
to  warrant  any  action  being  taken. 


Market,  Stalls,  etc. 

The  several  shops,  markets,  stalls,  vans,  etc.,  from  which 
meat  is  sold  were  kept  under  strict  supervision  and  minor  infringe¬ 
ments  were  remedied  by  informal  action.

There  are  2  Bakehouses  on  the  Register.  These  are  kept 
under  observation,  24  visits  having  been  made.  Minor  infringe¬ 
ments  have  been  remedied  by  informal  action.
